The arguments are not persuasive and are substantially the same as those 
presented in the response filed May 22, 2006 and addressed on pagese 5-10 of the 
Final Office Action dated August 4, 2006. 

Applicant presently argues, with regard to claim 1 , that Yoshizaki does not 
disclose wehrein there is an "exothemiic reaction at the face of the catlayst bed". 

While Yoshizaki may not use the exact term "exothermic", Yoshizaki does 
disclose that the catalyst is an oxidation catalyst (col. 29, lines 36-48) which is 
inherently an exothermic reaction, and at the face of the catalyst bed (see figure 100). 

Applicant also presently argues, with regard to claim 13, that Bayer does not 
disclose a cooling coil surrounding the and that the cooling coil of the present invention 
is not cooling in name only. 

Assuming Applicant has fully disclosed the "cooling coil" in such a way as to not 
be in name only, Bayer does disclose (see figure 4) the heating coil (50) is surrounded 
by sand insulation (52) and a jacket (54). Such structures would inherently adsorb heat 
from the surrounding catalyst (see figure 5) when the heating coil was not in operation. 

It is noted that the drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in 
the claims, 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The examiner does not see wherein the present drawings 
illustrate such a coiling coil/heating coil arrangement.
